Many Veterans 
Get Readjusted 
Allowances

More than 0,000 California vet­ 
erans arc taking advantage of 
Servicemen's Readjustment Al­ 
lowances to help them start in 
their own businesses, Richard 
Langdon, Veterans Admlnistra! 
tion, readjustment allowance 
agent for this state, announced 
today.

Langdon said veterans are 
compensated for any month in 
which their net profit is less 
than $100 by receiving a check 
for the difference between net 
profit and $100. To receive this 
compensation, Langdon safd, the 
veteran must keep a simple fi­ 
nancial record of income and ex­ 
penses, which must be presented 
when his claim is filed.

Meanwhile, James G. Bryant, 
chairman of the California Em­ 
ployment Stabilization Commis­ 
sion, which administers payment 
of veterans' readjustment allow­ 
ances in California through of­ 
fices of the Department of Em­ 
ployment, said approximately 
105,000 unemployed veterans re­ 
ceived more than $9,000,000 in 
readjustment allowance checks' 
during April of this year, "which 
was about a third of the total 
amount of unemployment insur­ 
ance paid in the state.
